She is running 
for the remainder of the term of 
the late Charles K. O’Connell. 
Her Republican opponent is Char¬ 
les Malcome Green of Corbin.

Nov. 5th the people of Ken¬ 
tucky will have an opportunity 
to determine whether we want to 
continue to elect a state superin¬ 
tendent as we now do or to choose 
a Commissioner of Education by 
another method. It is the opin¬ 
ion of our leading educators in 
the field of public education and 
the colleges that the Commis¬ 
sioner type of state school head 
is best. 

The amendment on your ballot 
will be No. 2 and if passed would 
mean our chief state school head 
would be an appointive officer 
rather than an elective one. Most 
of the states that have progressive 
school systems use this method 
of selection. 

This same amendment was tried 
back in the early twenties, along 
with the repeal of section 186 
and both were defeated. Some 
three or four years ago. after 33 
or 34 years, section 186 was again 
put before the people of Kentucky 
and was repealed by an over¬ 
whelming majority. Since then 
education has made much pro¬ 
gress. As a result we are getting 1 
better buildings, better qualified 
teachers for our boys and girls. | 

I, personally, believe that a 
vote YES on this amendment 
would mean further progress in 
our public school system. Most 
of the school people know of the 
advantages that the passage of 
the amendment would give to 
education. The amendment would 
set up a nine member State 
Board of Education who would 
appoint a Commissioner of Ed¬ 
ucation (corresponding to the 
present State Superintendent), 
determine policy and length of 
them and salary of the commis¬ 
sioner. 

The advantages to this type of 
organization would be; 

(1) A larger State Board of 
Education representing, more eq- I 
ually the whole state, one mem¬ 
ber from each district and one | 
member from the state at large. 

(2) Board Members would ser¬ 
ve longer terms of office (9 years 
after the first appointment). 

(3) Vacancies caused by re¬ 
signation or death would be fil¬ 
led by the remaining members of 
the board. 

(4) Long range planning and 
a continuity of school programs 
as the board would not be sub -1
